Judge Willis A. Hawkins died at his home in 
this city yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock. He 
was buried this afternoon at 3 o'clock. All the 
business houses in town were closed from 2 to 5 
o'clock, 

Willis A. Stone Hawkins wasSborn in Madi- 
son, Morgan county, Ga., January 15, 1825. He 
was admitted to the bar at the age of nineteen 
years by the legislature, this being necessary, 
He moved to this county in 1845 and settled at 
Starkville, Lee county, where he married his 
first wife, Miss Smith, by whom he had one 
child, Engene. He moved to Americus in 1847. 
His first wife having died he married Miss 
Mary Finn, and by her had six children, five 
of whom are still living. He left for the war 
at the beginning as captain of the Muckalee 
Guards of this city, and was promoted to a 
celonel, after one of the battles in northern 
Virginia, and served until the end 
of the war, after ¥ which he 
returned to Americus and resumed the practice 
of the law. He wasa candidate for office only 
once in his life, at which time he opposed Hon. 
Martin J. Crawford for congress, and was by 
him defeated. He was judge ofthe supreme 
court forsix months in 1880. He was sixty- 
one years old, and was widely known as one of 
the finest lawyers in this state.

National Banks and State Banks. 

The recent report made by Mr. Trenholi:n, 
the controller of the currency, makes it plain 
that our national banks are doing business 
under difficulties. It is evident that in the 
mear future the circulation of these banks 
will be swept away. During the present 
year, according to Controller Trenholm’s re- 
port, the eurrency has been contracted to the 
extent of $56,000,000. 

There are now in existence 2,858 national 
banks, The payment of the three per cent 
bends, and the four and the four and e half 
per cent bonds, must inevitably take away 
the securities available to the banks as a 
basis. Even now we feel the eifects of the 

_ prospective scarcity in these securities. 

The controller simply states the faets of 
the sitnation, and makes no recommenda- 
tiors. To the business public this report is 
adocument of more than ordinary impor- 
tance. It shows that at the present rate of 
paying off the national bonds, there will be 
atapidly increasing contraction of the cur- 
rency. 

Various remedies have been suggested. 
One is to depend solely upon United States 
legal tender notes and coin. Another is to 
patch up the national bank system with such 
“modifications as our new conditions demand. 
The third and the best suggestion of all, in 
our judgment, is to repeal the tax of ten per 
cent on the circulation of state banks, and 
thus leave each community free to properly 
utilize its own credit, and provide a satisfac- 
tory currency of itsown. Before the war we 
had state banks whose notes circulated ing! 
the great centers of trade. These state banks 
of issue provided us with a local currency. 
They gave us cheap money. They benefitted 
all classes of our people. Under the present 
system of national banks, money can never 
be cheap. Our great producing class, the 
farmers, can derive no benefit from it, be- 
canse under the law the banks are not allow- 
«4 to lend meney on landed security. 


Controller Trenholm’s report will doubt- 


less cause the banking problem to receive the 
attention it deserves, and the friends of a 
sound local currency should come to the 
front and demand the repeal of the odious 
ten per cent tax on the circulation of state 
banks. Now is the time to begin the agita- 
tion.

The Negro in Congress. 

The New_York Tribune, commenting re- 
cently on the defeat of two negro candidates 
for congress, one in North and the other iv 
South Carolina, and both backed by an over- 
whelming majority of colored voters, re- 
marked in sabstance that the bulldozers 
had had their way aguin and that they had 
carried out their intention to keep any negro 
representatives out of congress trom the 
south. 

The Philadelphia News is of the opinion, 
howeyer, that bulldozing will not account 
for the defeat of O’ Hara and Smalls, for the 
reason that the black majorities in their | 
(listricis are too heavy to admit of such tac- 
tics. It has never occurred to the Tribune, 
we presume, that by a resort to some sort 
of tactics, the large contingent of educated 
negroes at the north has for many years been 
denied a representative of its ow& in con- 
gress. The sonthern negroes have had some 
opportunities to display themselves in na- 
tional “politics—in congress, and ip state 
legislatures—but the northern negroes have 
never had euch opportunities. 

They have been practically kept down by 
the republican party, and, so far as we 
know, they have made no complaint about 
it. The policy of suppressing them has 
been so general and so long continued that 
they have come to regard it as a matter of 
course. It is natural to suppose, however, 
that if there is any real desire among the 
negroes to hecome conspicuous in politics it 
would manifest itself at the north. where they 
have—or where it is claimed they have—the™ 
superior benefits arising from intimate so- 
cial contact and from the system of public 
education we hear so much about. What is 
the trouble at the north? Why is the negro 
suppressed, or w hy does he suppress himself?

J. H.A., Aineriens, Ga.—I have two yard dogs 
that I am compelled to keep tied in the daytime. 
Of late they do not seem to thrive. They are 
mangy and spiritless. What is the trouble, 

The trouble is that they are fed too much. A dog 
that is tied during the day should have neither food 
nor water during the day, no matter how Hot or 
cold the weather. When he is turned loose at night 
he should be given a moderate meal of table seraps, 
pnd water should be placed where he can get all he 
wants. Fed thus a dog will not only retain al) his 
vigor, but will develop all the good points he is ca- 
pable of. Moreover, he will be in the best of order, 
and his muscular development will be astonishing, 
particular if he has a large lot to exercise in, If the 
yard is no larger than a pen, he should be taken 
out for exercise at least three times a week. Over- 
feeding is the great trouble. An over fed dog will 
hunt fora warm place in cold weather, and this 
brings on the mange, or the distemper. A Itttle 
sulphur now and then will not be out of place, 

R. W. 8., Lexington, Ga.—How much do writers 
make from the sale of their books ? 

That depends. The most profithale book ever 
published in this country is the memoirs of General 
Grant. His widow has received as her share of the 
profits about $300,000, How much the publishers 
have made nobody outside the firm knows. The 
circumstances nnder which the book was written. 
and the fame of the author, all contributed to its 
popularity, It was sold only by subscription, and 
the agents, it is said, were required to pay 
cash down for every order theymade. It is 
said that a good many copies of the book remain in 
the agents’ hands unsold, Novel writing is not 
very remunerative. George Alfred Townsend 
makes more money from his newspaper correspon- 
dence ina week, than he does from the sale of 
his books in atyear. On the other hand, whena 
novel is popular, it is gery profitable. One hundred 
and thirty-five thousand copies of “Ben-Hur” have 
been sold, and this represents an immense profit to 
both publisher and author.

The South American Markets. 

- Last year when THE CONSTITUTION advo- 
cated the payment by the government of 
adequate compensation for the carrying of the 
mails to Cuba and to the South American 
states for the purpose of developing the im- 
mense markets that lie to the south of us, 
some of our esteemed contemporaries cried 
out *“‘subsidy!’’ and hid their blushing faces. 
The postmaster general opposed the proposi- 
tion and from his report our amiable con- 
temporaries got their cue. 

“No exigency exists,’’ said the postmaster 
xencral last year, ‘‘for the establishment of 
any new lines to carry the mails. Those 
now on the sea as common carriers are sufil- 
eicnt for the present needs of the mail ser- 
vice.’ But this year he is of the opinion 
that new or additional service between the 
United States and the Argentine Repub- 
lie, Urnguay, Paraguay and Brazil ‘‘would 
be highly useful and is fairly demanded by 
the interests of the country,’ 

This is most encouraging. It shows that 
the cry of ‘‘subsidy’’ is not suffieiently for- 
midable this year to prevent the postmaster 
general from appreciating the fact that there 
are profitable markets for our products to 
the south of us, that only an adequate mail 
service can open up, The new and growing 
south ought to have an extraordinary inter- 
est in this matter,

A STORY ABOUT WATTERSON. 


The View He Took Concerning the Relations 
of Editor to Publisher, 

An interesting story is told about Henry 
Watterson’s connection with the Cinciniati Times, 
which during war times and just afterward, 
prided itself on being the most extreme union 
paper in the west. ’ 

One day in 1864, so the story goes, Watterson went 
throngh the lines and to Cincinnati, on business 
connected with a cotton claim. He also went to 
the office of the Cincinnati Times. 

Mr. Francisco, the business manager, was sitting 
at his desk in the counting room, on Third street, 
when a medium-sized gentleman stepped up to the 
counter and asked to see the business manager, 
He was dressed in a suit of rebel gray, with cavalry 
jacket that was decidedly the worse for wear, being 
out at the elbows, and had a close observer noticed 
the northern portion as he went south, a flag of 
truce could have been seen. He was as brown as 
a berry from exposure to the southern sun during 
the campaign, and possibly thirty years of age at 
that time. Substantially the following conversa- 
tion took place: 

“T would like to speak to the business manager, 
if he is in.”’ 

‘Tam the person you are inquiring for,’’ replied 
Mr. Francisco; ‘‘what can I do for you?’ 

“T was informed that you wanted an editor, and 
I would like to have the position.’’ 

“What kind of positiom do you desire?’ 

“I would prefer the leading writer,"’ was the re 
ply of Mr. Watterson. 

‘Do you know the tone of the Times’””’ 

“Yes, sir: rank union.”’ 

“Would that be consistent with the nniform you 
are now wearing?” referring to the rebel gray cloth- 
ing. 

“Perfectly so. I write to please you; if you like 
it you adopt it: if it coincides with your views, you 
adopt, publish and become responsible for its utter- 
ances, and, if not, you consign it to the waste 
basket. There is no reason why a man should not 
be employed to do brain work the same as he is to 
do manual labor. No one pretends that manual 
laborers should not receive instructions from their 
employers as to how certain work should be done, 
and it is a vagary to assume that brain labor should 
not be placed on the same grounds,” 

‘With this understanding you can write a couple 
of editorials, and if they are suitable you shall have 
employment.” 

Mr. Watterson left the office, andina couple of 
hours returned with two editorials that were gems. 
He was employed and held the position for more 
than a year, giving general satisfaction 


The Late Tragedy. 
From the Macon, Ga., Telegraph. 

The fratricide and suicide in Atlanta, thie 
facts of which were published on yesterday, are 
frighiful illustrations of the inadequacy of prohi- 
hition laws. There must have been something 
deadly in the liquor furnished to these young men 
to change them from affectionate brothers to mur- 
derous fiends. It is a remarkable fact, and one 
that supports this theory, that the negro wha: wait- 
ed upon these brothers and who bere the same 
name, should be found intoxicated on the same 
day and should die from the effects of the liquor 
drank. It looks very much as though the three 
had indulged in stuff of more than usual brain 
destroying power. Between two of them it brought 
on a frightful tragedy: The third died in a stupor. 
It is in order now for the friends of the unfortunate 
family involved to investigate this matter and as- 
certain how and where the men obtained their 
liquor, and of what that liquor. was composed, 
From the Kome, Ga., Courier. 

We are told that the room of these young 
men, in which the tragedy oecurred, was strewed 
with empty bottles and reeking with the smell of 
liquor. This and other circumstances connected 
with the horrible affair give emphasis and point to 
the suggestion that the prohibition of saloon drink- 
ing alone is not the proper means of preventing 
drunkenness and crime resulting from it. That 
sort of prohibition had been in full force in Atlanta 
for two months, and yet these young men always 
had plenty of liquor, were frequently seen under its 
influence, and sometimes arrested as drunk and 
disorderly. The probability is that they drank more 
because the liquor was always kept at hand in their 
room than they would have drank if they had to go 
to a barroom for it, and had been liable to arrest 
and imprisonment the moment they appeared in an 
intoxicated condition on the streets. We are 
strongly of the opinion that this would be the most 
effectual, as well as the fairest and most direct 
mode of prohibiting drunkenness. Make drunken- 
neés a crime, punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
whether the liquor is drank from a glass iu a bar- 
room or poured from a jug or a bottle in a private 
apartment. This fearful Atlanta tragedy shows 
that it has the same effect drank in one way as in 
the other, and that the closing of saloons does not 
prevent people from getting it. |

For some time he and his associates have been 
working on a local road from Millen towards 
Jesup, called the Kast Georgia and Florida rom, 
It was to he extended froin Jesup to Jacksonville, 
making « straight ne between the various roads 
that triangulate towards Florida.. It was backed 
by the Richmond and Danville people who control 
the Charlotte,Columbia and Augueta,and who with 
this line built would have had much the shortest 
line fromthe north into Florida. Mr. Cox has 
been making the piney-woods resound with elo- 
quet appeals, and had worked up Gonsiderabie lo- 
cal interest in the road. . Work «Wns progressing 
‘lowly, but it seemed to be eurely. 

Mr. ¥f. B. Plant, who has taken a Liet on Florida 
transportation, viewed this inyi#ion of his territory 
with disfavor. He saw that the new line would be 
very much shorterithan his own lings and would let 
in his rival with oddsover himself. We began to 
quietly negotiate with the projectors of the new 
road, and a day or two since bought them out. He 
paid $500,000 cash, for the enterpris6, and will stop 
the work at once as faras the road from Millen to 
seatp is coneerned, It is possible that he may finish 
the line from Jesup to Jacksonville as that will save 
him from running his trains around by Waycross. 

Mr. Cox was-one of the seven men interested in 
the enterprise. Major McCrackin, who is in New 
York ig another. r. Cox left for New York to get 
his share of the purchase money, without knowing 
whether he would get thirty thousand dollars or 
about seventy thousand, One of the telegrams in- 
dicated that Mr. Plant had paid five hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the road besides repaying the three 
hundred thousand dollars that had been expended. 
If this is true, the five hundred thousand dollars 
will be divided among the seven men. Another 
telegram indicated that the three hundred thon- 
sand dollars expenses was to be paid oat of the five 
hundred thousand dollars. If this is true, there 
will be only two hundred thousand to divide 
among the seyen owners. In either case it will be 
rm nee sum and will repay Mr. Cox for his 
work. 

Mr. Plant has gor oer ‘defended his Florida ter- 
ritory against all intruders.

President William G. Raoul on the Coming 
Election. 
From the New York World. 

Southern railroads and matters pertaining to 
them are of wide interest just now, and the com- 
pletion of the railroad terminal deal has directed 
public attention to that section of the country. A 
subject that has been much discussed of late, and 
which has been written extensivety about in the 
press, is the struggle going on for the control of the 
Central railroad of Georgia atthe ensuing election 
on the Ist of January. What is known asthe Alex- 
ander syndicate have proclaimed that they have 
obtained the control and hold the balanceof power 
through Mrs. Hetty Green, whose proxies they have. 
On the other hand, the friends of the present ad- 
ministration of the road claim that this is not so, 
and that the old officers and board of directors will 
he re-elected. Mr.William G. Raoul, the president of 
the road, is in this city at the Victoria hotel. Meet- 
ing him yesterday in the lobby of the hotela a let 
er of the World asked himif he would sayanything 
concerning the condition of his road. “Well,” he 
replied, “I have nothing special to say on that point. 
The annual report of the company for the past year 
has just been issned and gives a clear idea of its 
affairs,”’ 

‘‘How is it as to the report of the contest for the 
control of the road?’ 

“T understand,’’ he said, 
test.” 

“What are the issues involved?” 

“IT know of no issues of management or policy. 
Certainly there are none avowed. The present 
management is conceded to be honest, and, I be- 
lieve, fairly capable. The question at issue, so far 
as I can discern it, is whether the management 
shall continue to be what may be termed a Georgia 
mahagement or become what may be properly 
designated a New York management,” 

“Is the majority of the stock held in Georgia 
that they are entitled to keep it a Georgia manage- 
ment?,’ 

“Yes, the majority~is owned in Georgia. The 
balance, which is a minority, is widely scattered,” 

‘Ts the stock held i large blocks?’ 

“No. There are only two interests representing 
any considerable block.- A large majority of the 
stock is owned by holders of 500 shares or less, A 
considerable portion is owned by holders of fifty 
shares. A surprising amount of it is owned in ten 
shares lots and less. There are over 20,000 stock- 
holders in the company.’’ 

When is your annual election and what do you 
think the chances are of the success of your op- 
ponents?’ 

“The election will be held on the first Monday 
in January. I feel no apprehension as to the re- 
sult.” 

. Mery opponents claim toown a majority of the 
stock?’’ 

“Yes, I have heard that they make such a claim, 
but I] know that it is not so.” 

“They claim to have the Hetty Green stock. 
Does not that settle the question?’ 

“By no means. Itis truethat the Green stock 
gave the balance of power four years ago, but cir- 
cumstances have changed very much, so that that 
stock will not again play so important a part.”’ 

“Can’t they buy the stock reqnired?”’ 

They may do so, of course, but they must first 
find sellers. I scarcely believe a sufficient amount 
can be drawn upon the market for that purpose, 
except at prices altogether out of reach. I think it 
would be safe tosay that more than halfof the 
stock of the company is owned by people who have 
held through all the fluctuations of the company’s 
fortunes. Much of itis owned by women, minors, 
estates and charitable institutions. These people 
hold their securities as investments. They form 
the conservative element of the company, and can 
be always relied upon to cast their vote to perpetn- 
ate a conservative management such as the compa- 
ny has prospered nnder since it was chartered.

Equally Capable 6f Dwelling Upon a Police 
Captain Or a Peer—The Servant Girl in 
the Onne Talke-Other News,

LONDON, November 20.—In the Cuniuebel 
divorce case today, Mr. Finley, for the defense. 
continued the presentation of Lord Colin 
Cmophell’s case, If Lady Carapbell had. be- 
lieved, the lawyer argued, that. her hasband 
had communicated a malady to her, she wonkd 
have mentioned the fact to him, - but 
this she had never done. The judge, 
interrupting, said that that argument 
reinted entirely to the cruelty alleged in the 
petition as one of the grounds for divorce, and 
he said cruelty had been proven in the former 
trial, in which the plaintiff had obtained a 
decree of separation on that ground alone, he 
must now refuse to allow the allegation to be 
contested, and should direct the jury to find 
that the defendant had given to the plaintiff 
some kind of disease. 

Mr. Finley, resuming, said all of the plaint- 
iff’s allegations in her petition were false, and 
had been made to intimidate,and had since been 
withdrawn, except one charge, the truth or 
falsity of which could be known only to Lady 
Campbell herself. The defense, however, had 
evidence that would shed a flood of light upon 
Lord Colin's proceedings in regard 
to that charge even. AHowance 
must be made, the counsel contended, for 
Lord Colin’s action in asking the Paris police 
to arrest his wife and lock her up in the pros- 
titutes prison, because at that time the defend- 
ant believed his wife was living there in adul- 
tery with the duke of Marlborough. Four per- 


sons, Mr. Finley, went on, were accused of hav-. 


ing been criminally intimate with Lady Colin. 
Here Mr. Russell, plaintiff's counsel finterrupt- 
ed, saying “five.” 

‘Not necessarily five,” retorted Mr. Finlay. 

“Oh, Mr. Finlay,” exclaimed Mr. Russell. 

Defendant's counsel then continued: Lady 
Campbell had written to the duke of Mar!- 
borough as “Dear George.’ Tle had taken her 
home at two o’clock in the morning, gone up 
stairs with her and remained with her twenty 
minutes. On one occasion when he 
came to tea, the servant that took tea up to 
Lady Campbell found the drawing room locked 
and a little later found it unlocked, and saw 
that Lady Campbell's hair was disarranged, her 
face flushed and the furniture out of place. 
On these occasions, counsel contended, the 
plaintiff had doubtlessly misbehaved. 
Lady Campbell's maid would be called, and 
would prove that on more than one occasion. 
while the plaintiff was living alone, her coueh 
at Leigh court was occupied by more than 
one person. A servant and two independent 
Witnesses would testify that the  plain- 
tiff had committed the act of infidelity 
in the Parfleet hotel. Dr. Bird and Lady 
Campbell at one time were constantly together, 
and whenever he called plaintiff used to give 
orders that she was not to be disturbed during 
his presence. Once a cabman saw 
Dr. Bird and Lady Campbell while 
returning from a charitable concert 
in East End, caressing each other in the cab. 
On this oecasion they were driven to Dr. Bird’s 
house, and both wentin. The cabman remain- 
ed outside, and Lady Camphell stayed so long 
that he drove away. It would also be shown 
that when Dr. Bird visited Lady 
Campbell professionally, he would remain 
for hours at her bedside ina darkened room. 
Referring to Chief Shaw, of the London fire 
brigade, Mr. Finlay said Lady Campbell met the 
chief in an unfurnished drawing room in Cado- 

place in 188], and remained with 
an hour, and during 1sA2 
with him alone in the dining 
room under conditions which would convince 
the jury that the plaintiff and Chief Shaw 
were wrong doing. The evidence connecting 
Lady Colin Campbell with Geneval Butler 
largely "referred to the length of time he 
remained when he called upon 
the plaintiff. Two* shameless women 
had concected the story ef Lord Colin’s crimi- 
nal intimacy with his wife’s maid, Mary 
Watson. The defense would produce two sur- 
geons who would swear that Mary Watson was 
virgo intacta, and that therefore it was unpos- 
sible that the defendant could have been guilty 
of adultery with her. At this point Mr. 
Finlay denounced, with great excitement and 
passion, what he called the “infamous fraud 
and perjury, and shameless conduct of Lady 
Miles and Lady Colin Campbell” (Sensation), 
He accused Lady Miles of prostituting her 
prayer book by inserting therein the dates of 
Lord Colin’s alleged wrong doing, for pur- 
poses of accumulating data upon which to 
found the present suit. 

Two physicians were called. Both testified 
that they had cxamined Mary Watson and had 
found her pure. Neither, however, on cross 
examination could swear that an attempt to 
assault the girl had not been made. 

Mary Watson herself was then sworn. 
is a tall, «slim girl. She _ testified that 
she was housemaid for Lord Colin 
Campbell from 1881 -till 1883. She denies all 
of Lady Miles’ testimony concerning the 
alleged intimacy between witness and Lord 
Colin, Lady Colin’s maid used to post letters 
for her mistréss, and witness often saw the 
names of the duke of Marlborough and Chief 
Shaw on the envelopes. When the duke of 
Marlborough called, he used to ring the servants’ 
bell. Witness once showed the duke into the 
dining room when he called, because her mis 
tress was with Lord Colin in his bed room. 
Witness went up and called Lady Colin out, 
saying the cook wanted to see her.. When Lady 
Colin came out, witness told her it was the 
duke, and not the cook, and 
Lady Colin said: “Thank you, 
Mary.” [{Laughter.] 

Lady Colin, witness continued, used gto 
receive Captain Shaw alone. Dr. Bird, on one 
occasion, took tea with Lady Colin before goimg 
with her to the concert. When the carriage 
arrived, witness went to announce it to the 
lady, and found she and Dr. Bird had gone to 
Lady Colin’s bedroom. Lady Colin {came to the 
door, saying as she did so: “Keep your hand on 
that dose, doctor.” 

Being cross-examined, witness said he saw 
no dose when Dr. Bird received the injunction 
to keep his hand on the dose. When asked by 
Solicitor Lewis if she had seen any unpropric- 
ty on the part of Lady Colin, witness replied 
that she never had. Witness admitted having 
written letters to Lord Colin, but said she had 
never signed them “your affectionate Mary,” 
but simply “Mary.” The case was then ad- 
journed,

NEW YORK STOCKS.

NEW YORK, November 29.—The stock market 
today showed most extraordinary activity, which 
was due entirely to broadening of speculation. Low 
priced stocks went back to their normal condition 
of duliness, while almost all of the old favorites 
became prominent in dealings. Increased interest 
wak most especially noticed among gold stocks, 
Texas Pacific and Western Union being great favor- 
ites. Reading was the prime fayorite. Coal stocks, 
especially Jersey Central and Lackawanna, were 
active and strong, particularly in the early part of 
the day. There was more trading in Lake Shore, 
which was, however, attributed to covering of 
short contracts. Pacific stocks, among which Union 
Pacific and Pacific Mail were prominent, were 
largely traded in, the usmal rumors of a settlement 
of their difficulties doing duty. There was consid- 
erable selling of Reading for London aceount in 
the early morning hours, and a sharp decline was 
the consequence. It quickly, recovered, however, 
and after remaining comparatively steady was 
f2ain moved up sharply toward the close. The 
opening was very active, but at irregular changes 
fiom Saturday’s final prices, differences ranging 
from 3 per cent below to % per cent abaye. Gen- 
erally prices were weak in the early trading, Read- 
ing and West Point being the prircipal sufferers. 
\V\csterm Union and Jersey Central, howevcr, were 
remarkably strong, and the remainder of the 

market quickly recovered its losses, many other 
stocks later showing strength, among which Lack- 
awanna, Texas Pacific, Union Pacific and Kansas 
and Texas were in turn remarkable. The upward 
movement gathered renewed strength in the last 
hour, and the market finally closed very active and 
strong, close to the best prices reached, We must 
go aack at least a year to find a day on which busi- 
ness equalled that of today—742,000 shares.
